fifteen minutes. Mr. Fish joked out on the library's front 

steps, "Are you here for the comic book art, because you 
look like you're too cool to be at the library at ten in the 
morning?" 

Mr. and Ms. Fish, who have worked on Batman 
and Spiderman comics and are currently creating graphic 
novel adaptations of Dracula and Frankenstein, took turns 
demonstrating the techniques of cartooning, and wove 
tidbits of history throughout the lesson. The assembled 
students learned, for example, that comic books were 
invented by Americans, and that they are most popular 
in Japan. Ms. Fish regaled her audience with descriptions 
of Japan from her recent trip there with her husband, 
painting a picture of Japanese cops reading thick comic 
books while on the job, and citizens going to manga-cafes. 
Mr. Fish elaborated on his wife's story by explaining 
how the Japanese were introduced to comics: American 
soldiers took issues with them overseas in World War II. 
Incidentally, the characters depicted in manga have large 
eyes because they are actually modeled on Mickey Mouse. 
"Astro Boy is Mickey Mouse and Pinocchio put together," 
Mr. Fish offered as an anecdote. "[The creator] took the 
story of Pinocchio [and applied it to Mickey Mouse]." 

The pair also explained the major influence on 
comic books: the circus. "Before TV, radio, and everything, 
you had the circus," Ms. Fish said. Mr. Fish then took 
up the narrative, asking his audience why superheroes 
always wear tights with their imderwear on the outside.

Receiving no replies, he gave the explanation that it was 
"because of circus performers... the strongmen." 

Besides learn about the history of the art form, 
the audience was able to put together a how-to book by 
taking notes of the white board. But before the lessons 
could begin, Mr. Fish asked everyone to start by drawing 
something on a sheet of paper It didn't have to be 
anything, just something to help with warming up. "Just 
as an athlete stretches, an artist stretches as well," Mr. 
Fish said. "That's how you get past artist's block. That's 
when you don't know what to draw. You want to find 
something that you like to draw." 

Four lessons followed this exercise: bodies, faces, 
hands, and the basics of a comic strip. The teens learned

valuable pieces of general advice interspersed with the 
specific drawing techniques. "See this rubber thing at the 
end of your pencil?" Mr. Fish rhetorically asked. "Bite it 
off. Erasers are made by Satan. They ruin your paper." 
His wife joined in the discussion, adding, "Erasers turn 
you into the habit of a fussy artist. It doesn't have to be 
perfect the first time." Then Mr. Fish continued, "Don't 
judge it until you get to the end." He followed this with 
an example of baking a cake. If you checked your cake 
only a minute after you put it in the oven, it wouldn't 
look like a proper cake, but that's only because it wasn't 
done. 

The pair of artists concluded their workshop 
by telling their audience that, "If you doodle every day, 
at the end of the year you'll be a talented artist." They 
stressed that drawing is a skill, not a talent, and can be 
learned over time. The pair then remained for private 
questions from their students before hitting the road to go 
to another workshop. 

Aquaculture Excluded from Cove Usage

The latest chapter of the aquaculture debate in 
Mattapoisett took a new turn when the Marine Advisory 
Board voted to recommend that Brandt Island Cove 
remain restricted to navigation, moorings and recreational 
use - effectively shutting out future aquaculture 
operations.

the Town Hall conference room overflowed with Brandt 
Island residents who stressed that not only the area is 
unsuitable to aquaculture because of these three uses, but 
complained that the current two operations fail to comply 
with state regulations. 

In addition, former Selectman George Randall 
announced that he has collected 200 signatures for 
a petition that would outright outlaw additional 
aquaculture permits. 

"The ocean belongs to the people. Using town 
water for private gain - that is against the law," he said to 
applause. 

Although the board tried to avoid discussing 
aquaculture, noting that its role is to identify waterway 
use on the Mattapoisett coastline, the interest of attendees 
centered on commercial endeavors that would restrict 
recreational use. 

As residents filtered into the room, the committee 
distributed a survey asking attendees to designate which 
uses (navigation, mooring, recreation or none) correspond 
with different areas around the Cove - from the Fairhaven 
border to Ram Island. Then Board Chairman Allan 
Gillis led a review of these areas, focusing on spots six 
feet in depth and under, that the Ad Hoc Aquaculture 
Committee had established as suitable for aquaculture 
earlier this year. 

Horace Field, the interim Harbormaster who 
recently took the helm from Steve Mach, pointed out that 
even though residents in attendance ruled out all areas 
by commenting on popular recreational uses for each 
spot, the state would have ruled against aquaculture 
anyway because of the quahog population and eel grass 
restrictions. 

"You can't have [aquaculture] near quahogs, or 
where there is more than one quahog per square meter.

The whole area would never pass a [state mandated] 
benthic study, so you couldn't have aquaculture there," 
Mr. Field said. 

Mr Gillis stressed that the review of the 
waterways is essential, especially if anyone sues the town 
over it. 

"The courts would act against the town if we 
didn't do due diligence," he said. 

Although the board agreed that the Brandt Island 
Cove and surrounding shoreline all have navigational, 
mooring or recreational purposes - the conversation 
turned to one current aquaculture operation that many in 
attendance said did not follow stipulations attached to its 
permit.

Mr. Field and board member Walter Reed 
described incidents of boats getting caught in lining 
around the 100-acre scallop farm owned by Rod Taylor. 
The new harbormaster relayed an incident where the 
environmental police were called in the middle of a night 
when a boat got stuck, and that the buoys failed to be lit 
as required in the permit. Also, many attendees claimed 
that Taylor's operation is beyond its allowable boundaries 
and presents navigational problems. 

Resident Jim Craig, who spoke at a previous 
meeting about getting stuck in the lines in the 
dark, expressed concern that despite violations the 
harbormaster could not enforce the permit. 

"You can't regulate it," he said, noting that 
something needs to be done. 

Resident Lisa Windsor said both operations 
(the other is owned by Robert Field) do not participate 
in reporting required by the Department of Fisheries 
Services. 

The discussion of not renewing permits for the 
aquaculture sites came up, but Ms. Windsor noted, "there 
has never been a farm that has not been renewed in the 
state." She said under the proposed guidelines presented 
by the Selectmen's Ad Hoc Aquaculture Committee, a 
permit would be nontransferable. 

Attendee Brett Forten also mentioned efforts in 
Fairhaven to close aquaculture operations, in particular 
another one operated by Mr. Taylor but in that town. 
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Chairman Gillis said it was appropriate to add 
concerns about the Taylor operation in its report to the 
Selectmen. He added, "As we move forward, it is our 
responsibility to make sure permits are done correctly." 

Jim O'Dowd - a Mattapoisett resident whose 
aquaculture application for a small oyster operation 
prompted the aquaculture review last year - was absent 
from the meeting. 

"It's turned into a fiasco... the poor [Marine 
Advisory Board] gets beat up at every one of the 
meetings," he said of the series of meetings that have been 
held to designate all Mattapoisett waterways. 

"I've got to deal with what's out there, and that's 
what I'm doing. I'm not going to get down and dirty

apartments at the MHA. 

The suspected cause of the mold was that the 
facility was built upon damp, wet ground and that a low 
water table caused seepage which crept up into rugs in 
hallways and created an ideal situation for mold and 
mildew spores. 

According to Mr. McCullough, with the 
help of the Department of Housing and Community 
Development (DHCD), the MHA studied the situation 
and found that various other issues compounded the 
mold issue, such as air conditioning units vented into 
hallway areas and plants situated in hallways, creating a 
"greenhouse effect". 

The DHCD did studies of mold count in 2006

and found that the highest spore count was on the first 
floor and a fastidious emptying of each apartment was 
done, with each apartment emptied, down to the stove. 
Everything in each unit was washed and replaced, except 
for items that were replaced such as furniture, carpeting. 
Even the concrete floor was sanded and sealed. 

The DHCD recommended removing the air 
conditioning units venting into the hallways and bought 
54 air conditioning units for bedrooms in the facility. A 
ruling that plants could not longer be located in hallways 
went into effect. 

Mr. McCullough spoke about the current 
controversy regarding the slider doors and said that both 
the building inspector and the fire marshall's opinion 
that sliders should be able to be opened in an emergency. 
The Board of Health had not yet provided an opinion in 
writing at the time of the meeting. 

Mr. McCullough said that his feeling was that 
tenant safety was the first priority and that the sliders 
should remain closed, except in the event of an emergency. 
"We buzz people in and out the buildings... yet, sliders are 
open for anyone to walk in... it doesn't make sense," said 
Mr. McCullough. 

After Mr. McCullough' s statement, James 
Marathas, Director of Facilities Management from DHCD 
introduced himself and said that after reviewing the past 
history of the MHA facility, he found that the slider issue 
was directly related to the heating and ventilation system

installed several years ago. A certified architect indicated 
that for the ventilation system to work property, the 
sliders must remain closed. Mr. Marathas said that he is 
working on an inspection of the system and the facility 
and will provide results of his inspection soon. 

The long-term solution mentioned was to 
eventually replace the sliders with a "knee wall" below 
and a large window on top. Mr. Marathas said that the 
DHCD has changed the way funding is allocated and that 
MHA would receive $74,000 over the next three years.

ConCom Approves Hathaway Pond NOI 

Rochester Conservation Commission 
By Laura Fedak PeduUi 

The future of Hathaway Pond remains uncertain 
despite two recent rulings by the Conservation 
Commission on water level and land use connected to 
the dam and pond. Much to the dismay of bog owners 
who rely on the pond for irrigation of drought control, the 
Coalition of Buzzards Bay had purchased the property 
earlier this year with the intention of removing the dam 
and restoring the river. The environmental group had 
lowered the water level significantly in March when its 
engineers and the state determined that the dam is not 
structurally sound. 

At a crowded meeting on August 16, bog owners.

even Rep. William Straus weighed in on two related 
applications before the board - one from the Coalition 
requesting to maintain the water levels below the one-foot 
mark and the other from bog owners asking to declare 
parcels connected to the pond and the dam as "land in 
agricultural use." 

The board unanimously approved the Coalition's 
Notice of Intent to keep water levels lowered, with 
Town Counsel Blair Bailey stressing that the town must 
adhere to recommendations of the state's Office of Dam 
Safety (ODS).

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Commission tiad little choice but to approve the request. 

Coalition Ecologist Sarah Quintal described the 
condition of the dam as determined by the organization's 
engineers as "much worse than thought" and in an 
"active state of failure." In her recommendation to 
approve the request. Conservation Agent Laurel Farinon 
reported that a peer review of the dam initiated by the 
commission reached similar conclusions that the dam 
is "a potentially a threat to life and property" due to 
collapse potential. 

Despite the ruling for keeping water levels low, 
Atty. Bailey stressed that the decision to remove the dam 
is a separate one. "I imderstand emotions are at play, but 
this is not a filing to remove the dam. No doubt one of 
coming," Atty. Bailey said, noting that the Coalition has 
until September 15 to file such an application. 

The commission ruled in keeping the water levels 
low with the conditions that new information relating to 
the dam's safety could be revisited by the commission 
at a later time, and that the Coalition must keep the 
commission appraised of its communications with the 
ODS.

of Applicability by Beaton's Inc. and Walter Hartley to 
designate the pond's dam as "land in agricultural use." 
The original application had asked for this determination 
for a set of parcels connected to the pond and dam - but 
the commission ruled that only the dam meets the criteria 
as other parcels have multiple uses, including recreational 
and residential. 

In his testimony, bog owner Doug Beaton, 
who owns and manages 630 acres that he said relies 
on Hathaway Pond, said that a determination like this 
is necessary so he can build a six-to-eight foot canal 
across Hathaway Pond to pull from Leonard's Pond in 
the case that it is removed.

of cranberries last year, as his operation had relied on 
the pond during the frost season. He also stressed that 
he has deeded rights to pull 11 feet of water per acre per 
year from the pond and repair dam and related road, 
thus its removal infringes upon his rights. Mr. Beaton 
acknowledged safety issues with the dam, but believed 
that some compromise could be reached regarding water 
levels to ensure bog owners receive what they need. For 
instance, he said the pond could still maintain local bog 
operations' needs even at 18 inches below the high water 
mark. 

Some questioned whether the Coalition's 
assertion that a river would replace the pond upon the 
dam's removal. Bog owner Gary Florindo said he expects 
a mud hole to appear during the drier months, not a river, 
as all bog operations would feed off the Leonard Pond in 
the absence of Hathaway Pond. 

With the positive determination in hand, the 
applicants have to return with a NOI proving their 
case on why the dam should be designated under an 
agricultural land use. Whether or not the applicants 
would need to delineate a specific activity triggering the 
new land use designation was debated by Rep. Strauss, 
Jeff LaFleur of the Cranberry Growers Association, and 
the Coalition's lawyer. 

Rep. Straus spoke in strong support of allowing 
the agricultural land use designation, arguing that many 
of the statements presented by the Coalition do not hold

Coalition attorney Bennet Heart of Noble and 
Wickersliam disagreed, arguing that the commission

Marion to Consider "Green" Designation 

Marion Board of Selectmen 
By Anne Kakley 

At their August 16, 2011 meeting, the Marion 
Board of Selectmen received a presentation, arranged 
by the Marion Energy Management Committee, to hear 
more about the possibility of Marion being designated 
a "green community". Presenting the topic was Seth 
Pickering, Southeast Regional Coordinator for the 
Massachusetts Department of Energy Resources, who 
outlined the process that Marion would have to complete 
to be considered "green". 

Among the requirements would be adopting a 
"as-of-right siting" for energy generation within Marion, 
purchase only fuel-efficient vehicles for most non-heavy- 
duty municipal uses, establish an energy use baseline 
to reduce municipal energy use by 20 percent within 
five years, and require new residential, commercial and 
industrial construction to meet energy requirements. 

"Basically, we are looking for people to change 
some of their behaviors when it comes to energy. . . 
we're trying to get people to be aware of saving energy

whenever possible," said Mr. Pickering. 

According to Mr Pickering, if the town applied 
for the designation and was accepted by the beginning of 
2012, they would be eligible for an energy-related grant, 
roughly totaling $150,000. Additionally, the program 
would encourage the appointment of an Energy Officer, 
complete energy audits, encourage "renewable energy 
opportunities" and encourage utility rebates. 

In order to complete the "as-of-right siting" 
portion of the green community requirement, Marion 
could generate energy via either on-shore or off-shore 
wind, by using wave or tidal energy, or by utilizing solar 
panels. Bill Saltonstall of the Marion Energy Management 
Committee (MEMC) said that wind power would be

unlikely because the town had rejected efforts pass a 
wind turbine bylaw, and had rejected Great Hill as a 
proposed wind energy location. 

"It was the only site that met the minimum 
requirement for wind," said Mr. Saltonstall. "We don't 
know of any other sites that are available to us for a wind 
project. . . so wind energy is not being proposed as a part 
of this project." 

Residents in the audience spoke to a "stretch 
energy code" that would need to be passed in a bylaw in 
order to be a green community. Concerns were raised that 
such a bylaw would compromise the current permitting 
process. 

"The town is giving up special zoning permitting 
protection for the sake of a one-shot $150K grant?" asked 
Plaiming Board member Ted North. 

Mr. Pickering responded that Marion, once 
designated, would be able to apply competitively for 
additional grant monies, which are gathered from 
Regional Greenhouse Gas Initiative auction money. "It's 
not directly from tax payers," said Mr. Pickering. 

"We have a lot of land up [at the transfer 
station]," said Selectmen Blanchette. "Some of that land 
could be designated for this thing," he added, describing 
the possibility of putting solar panels on the capped 
landfill. "What bother would that be to the town? ... If it's 
going to be good for the town, then we should go forward 
with it."

The 
public is encouraged to attend that meeting, which is 
scheduled for Monday, September 26 at 7:00 pm in the 
Music Hall on Front Street. 

In a second meeting, the Board met with Dorothy 
Burrill and other representatives of Little Neck Village, 
who came before the Board to discuss safety issues at the 
senior housing complex on Route 6. 

The first concern, presented by Ms. Burrill, was 
the issue of pull-chains, available to residents in an 
emergency. "I think every resident in Little Neck Village 
thought that they were [hard-wired to 911]," said Ms.

been 19 accidents in front of the development since its 
opening. Ms. Burrill asked the Board to petition the state 
on behalf of the town to increase signage and lower the 
speed limit even though it's not heavily populated. Chief 
Miller added that Southeastern Massachusetts Regional 
Planning and Economic Development District (SRPEDD) 
might have the time and manpower to complete traffic 
studies and make a recommendation.

a family member who needed assisted access to the 
second floor. 

Mr. Cattell said that the elevator, situated near 
the deck, would be a non-hydraulic lift with a two- 
horsepower electric motor lifted on all four corners by 
chains. A 6-by-6 foot hole would be dug to house the 
foundation.

The Mattapoisett Neck Sewer Project went out for bid in 
the month of June. Due to the highly competitive bidding 
environment and the additional connections that were added 
by qualified applications, we now feel comfortable that the 
estimated per cormection betterment will be less than $32,500. 
At one point last year, The Commissioners needed to deny 
certain applications for connections to 12 vacant lots due to 
the funding requirements of the Department of Enviromental 
Protection. We have since resolved those issues and everyone 
who made a qualified application as per the Mattapoisett Neck 
Sewer Bylaw has now been accepted. 
It seems that a number of individuals who did not make 
appUcations to the project by the deadhne set last year have 
reconsidered and now want to be part of the project. According 
to the bylaw, the only way that a lot owner can become part 
of the project after the deadline is if a 2/3rds vote of Town 
Meeting allows them to become part of the project. We do not 
know how many additional individuals wish to become part 
of the project.

The Evolution of Safe

I was sitting outside 
of a Tri-Town coffee shop last 
weekend when 1 saw a dad pull 
into the parking space next to 
mine. He had an open-top Jeep 
and two school-aged girls in 
the backseat. They hopped out, 
laughing, high on summer air 
and vacation. 

I started calculating

- they seemed too small to be in the backseat without a 
booster seat. Were they old enough to be out of booster 
seats? Aren't open top Jeeps a little dangerous? 

Mayday! Mayday! The safety sirens spun in my 
head, alerting me to danger in my peaceful, middle class 
world. 

Suddenly, 1 was hit with a memory. It was the 
1980s and 1 was in the front seat of 
a gray Toyota Tercel. My dad was 
driving me to the ice skating rink for 
my Saturday lessons. When Dad was 
in charge, seatbelts were optional. It 
wasn't that he didn't care - he just 
didn't inventory that detail. 

There 1 was, about eight years 
old, presented with the possibility of 
living on the edge - driving without 
a seat belt for the very first time. But 1 
couldn't do it. The car started up and 1 
felt naked without it, so 1 snapped that 
thing right into place. 

And wouldn't you know it? 
We got into a car accident. When we 
were rear-ended, my face came within 
an inch of the dashboard - if 1 hadn't 
had the seat belt on. . . well, 1 don't 
think I would have met the ultimate 
fate, but 1 would have been seriously inconvenienced 
with a bloody nose. 

1 learned a valuable lesson that day - always 
wear your seat belt, even when Mom isn't watching. 
I have learned a lot of other safety lessons since that 
moment: Sunblock really does prevent cancer. You 
should always have a fire extinguisher in a kitchen. 
You should always pay attention to a blinking "check 
engine" light. 




A lot of my childhood game favorites are gone 
because of safety. The see-saw is all but extinct (kids 
could get tossed off). The horse on springs can't be 
purchased (the coils might snap). This toy has too many 
chemicals, that toy has too many small parts. Everything 
has been given rounded edges and smooth corners to 
reduce eye-pokability. And that's all well and good, 
but sometimes 1 think we are just tilting at windmills 
here, inventing enemies so we can feel like we are doing 
something to prevent hardship for our children. 

The child proofing business is a lucrative 
one. Safety company One Step Ahead has a whole 
catalog filled with ways to make sure your tot is never 
hurt, let alone inconvenienced. Knee pads for infants 
learning to crawl. Non-skid socks so your skiddy kids 
stop skidding. Helmets to protect your toddling kids 
when they toddle.

1 caught myself in the moment 
a few weeks ago when my daughter 
was running in flip-flops. She was tired 
and sprinting as fast as her little four- 
year-old legs would carry her. Fretfully, 
1 called after her: "Hazel, slow down! 
You could trip!" 

As soon as the words were out 
of my mouth, I felt stupid. So what 
if she tripped? What was the worst 
that could happen? She could skin her 
knees at Buttonwood Park? Maybe 
skinning her knees would remind her to be careful in 
flip-flops more than Mom's high-pitched reminders ever 
could. 

So 1 backed off. And she fell. And she skinned 
her knee. She has been issuing reminders to me, ever 
since: 

"Mom, please be careful in your flip-flops. 1 
would hate to see you get hurt."

Theoretically, you should be afraid to drive home 
from the theater after seeing one of the Final Destination 
movies, which squeeze their juice from random ghastly events 
smashing, piercing and otherwise being unkind to the human 
body. You go out to the parking lot, look at your car: thousands 
of parts, thousands of things that can go wrong, thousands of 
ways to die. After Final Destination 5, 1 drove off obliviously, 
completely untroubled, thinking about whether I should stop off 
at the pharmacy on the way home. Maybe I've seen too many 
of these things, or maybe the series has simply fallen into the 
hands of filmmakers who can't wait to get to the gory deaths but 
neglect to build up to them. 

This stuff can be done well, make no mistake. Regular 
readers, forgive the repetition: one rental of Final Destination 
2, from 2003, will set you straight and show you how it should 
be done. The set pieces in that film, directed by former stunt 
coordinator David R. Ellis, packed wit and tension into mini- 
narratives of luckless mutilation and death. The opening 
highway disaster was — I'll say it — a masterpiece of chaotic 
simultaneity, people helplessly ramping up to bombastic send- 
offs everywhere you looked, one after another. Sometimes a 
horror film can break out and put roots down in pure cinema art, 
and those who turn up their noses at the macabre miss out on a 
lot of electrifying moviemaking. 

Every Final Destination sequel thereafter, including 
this one, has, perhaps understandably, failed to improve on 
perfection. This time out, the opening catastrophe narrowly 
averted by our lead characters is a collapsing bridge that 
sends dozens of occupied cars a long way down. One of them, 
wannabe chef Nicholas D' Agosto, has the premonition of 
disaster and manages to lead a few of his co-workers off their 
bus to safe ground. After that, as usual. Death has been cheated 
of a few lives and works to balance the books in the mandatory 
prescribed fashion. As usual, too, we get lots of ominous close- 
ups of dangerous objects that end up not having much bearing 



the needles. A woman receiving laser eye surgery is not killed 
outright by the laser. After a few of these movies you get a 
sense of the fake-out rhythm. 

Not that it should matter, but most of the characters, 
except for the budding chef and his on-again off-again girlfriend 
(who's immune to Death's payback anyway since she didn't die 
in his premonition), are twerps. But mostly not twerpy enough 
that their deaths set a big sweet plate of schadenfreude in 
front of us. The exception is a Tom Cruise clone who becomes 
convinced that in order to avoid Death's clutches, he must take 
someone else's life, a new and interesting wrinkle in this series 
that the movie doesn't bother to explore much. All it leads to is 
a tiresome climax in a dimly-lit after-hours restaurant kitchen, 
and in a 3D film like this one, dim lighting might as well be no 
lighting. 

How's the 3D? People get impaled a lot, the offending 
sharp instrument jutting bloodily forth into our faces; the 
movie's other trick is gore, guts or brain matter spattering the 
crowd. Generally it adds nothing, and none of the sequences 
build or even rise to a crescendo — they just start, go on a bit, 
and stop abruptly. If anything, it's diminuendo. That includes 
the bridge disaster, which happens so fast we don't get that 
heavy Rube Goldberg feeling of Death really determined 
to get up for work. I have to say, too, the movie suffers in 
comparison with the real, chilling footage I saw last weekend 
of the stage collapse at the Indiana State Fair, which as I write 
this is considered responsible for five deaths. That's what 
actual disaster looks like, flat and undramatic and final. A Final 
Destination film shouldn't necessarily follow suit — it should 
cackle at the inevitability of the doomed characters' death 
march. But there's no wicked fun left in this series. I've given it 
three chances now; there won't be a fourth.
